In Nashville

the War Memorial Building, Dr.

Miss Hay first became interested 
in political science when she was 
teaching in a playground in Chicago. 
Here she taught games to children 
representing twenty nationalities. 
Even though many of those children 
could not speak English, they could 

Miss Hay felt the call to enter the 
political science field. After all, a 
woman's understanding could do a 
lot to alter governments. 

Chicago Girls School 

Before Miss Hay's playground ex- 
periences she taught English in a 
Chicago girls' school. For this posi- 
tion she was well qualified, for she 
had entered the University of Chi- 
cago when she. was 17. Here she 
majored in English and minored in 
political science. 

Since she finished college, Miss 
Hay has enriched her political educa- 
tion through three trips to Europe. 
In 1924 she surveyed the ruins and 
debris left by World War I. Before 
returning home Miss Hay took a hik- 
ing trip through the lake region of 
England, which has been immortal- 
ized through the works of Words- 
worth and Scott. 

In 1936 Miss Hay returned to 
Europe as a member of the American 
Association of University Women. 



Here she was a representative at a 
most inspiring conference. Before 
she returned to Tennessee Miss Hay 
went to Switzerland, where she stay- 
ed on the shore of Lake Geneva. At 
one point Lake Geneva has two 
distinct colors, yellow and brown. 
Miss Hay declares that this is to her 
the most beautiful place in Europe.

If we, who do so dearly love 
her, do not have faith in her, how can we ask it of others? 
Ward-Belmont for the first time needs us. And we can not 
refuse her strength. We alone are responsible for the 
furtherance of her ideals. Ward-Belmont was not meant 
to live through two World Wars and a depression to die 
now. Our love and our faith in her shall keep her alive, 
the name must mean more now than ever before. This is 
what must be our contribution to Ward-Belmont. 

We can never be thankful enough or appreciate enough 
th# fact that we were each in a small way a part of this 
Ward-Belmont. We tore so fortunate to have been so. We 
could so easily have not been.

Now through medical care 
few natives have these diseases. Edu- 
cation is also offered the people there.

Future Depends on This Student Body; 
Question Involved Is Purely Financial 

In chapel Monday, March 5, Dr. Robert C. Provine made a statement to 
the faculty and student body concerning the recent change in the Board of 
Trustees of Ward-Belmont. The following letter, addressed to patrons and 
alumnae, was read: 

Unavoidable Delay 

"Unavoidable circumstances have forced us to delay giving you an ac- 
curate account of the recent change in our Board of Trustees and the reason 

therefore. Tfie facts are these: 

(1) On June 30, 1949, the Board 
of Directors of The Ward-Belmont 
School agreed to serve as members 
of Trustees of Ward-Belmont, Incor- 
porated, a non-profit institution, un- 
til a more appropriate board could 
be found. 

"Non-Profit" 

(2) The Southern Association of 
Colleges and Secondary Schools had 
for many years prior to 1949 been 
insisting that the school change its 
legal status to that of a non-profit 
institution. (It had been "non-profit" 
in fact for more than twenty years. ) 
Recently this regional accrediting 
association indicated that the school 
must secure an endowment or other 
permanent commitments that would 
guarantee annually some $17,500 in 
income over and above all student 
fees. Every effort was exerted to this 
end; but, having changed to a legal 
non-profit status so recently, at least 
a period of years would be required 

ise such a sum. Furthermore, the 
alumnae had not been organized 
with a financial drive in mind. 

(3) The financial" agents of the 
school rightly did not feel justified in 
entering upon a period of universally 
lower college enrollments and ac- 
cordingly upon an extended period 
of deficit financially, especially with 
the possibility that the Southern As- 
sociation of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools would refuse accreditation 
of our college work because of a reg- 
ulation that, in our case, was based 
upon entirely hypothetical financial 
grounds. Although this regulation 
might have absolutely no relationship 
to real educational standards, a with- 
drawal of accreditation would make 
the very existence of the school un- 
certain even if there were not the 
slightest change in traditional scho- 
lastic standards and campus life.

(4) During the last several years 
the school has made noteworthy 
progress. Some $200,000 has been 
paid on the indebtedness and a like 
amount has been spent on permanent 
improvements in the physical plant. 

(5) The Board of Trustees, who 
had agreed to serve only until a more 
suitable group could be found, felt 
that they had no right to jeopardize 
the accreditation of the work of the 
students and even the existence of 
the school. So, after some prelimin- 
ary discussions with the Tennessee 
Baptist Convention, a special meet- 
ing of the Board was held. At this 
meeting each member of the Board 
tendered his resignation and a group 
of men selected by the Tennessee 
Baptist Convention were elected. 

Resolutions 

(6) The new Board of Trustees 
met immediately and passed resolu- 
tions guaranteeing the continuance 
of the school for the remainder of 
the current year on exactly the same 
basis, with the present administra- 
tion, faculty and staff. 

No sale or purchase of the 
school or of any of its properties wa 
involved. The same corporation con- 
tinues but with a different Board of 
Trustees. 

(8) A commission has been ap- 
pointed to re-study the whole school 
andlcfclevelop long range plans. To 
date no definite plans or policies have 
been formulated. 

To Conflnvo 

The school will, of course, con- 
tinue. Any developments will, be 
worked out by the new Board of 
Trustees. Meanwhile the usual work 
of the school will go on in the same 
manner with the same faculty, ad- 
ministration and staff. Enrollments 
and re-enrollments are naturally sub- 
ject to patrons' approval of any 
changes that might be made and the 
school's offering the particular cur- 
ies tion."

Tennessee Baptist Headquarters 
To Be Moved to Ward-Belmont

For many years Tennessee Baptists have recognized the need of an 
office building for Baptist State Headquarters. Accordingly, several 
years ago the Executive Board purchased a lot on Eighth and Commerce 
Streets on which to build a suitable building. This lot and the small 
building on it cost Tennessee Baptists $125,000. It has now become 
apparent that any adequate building which could be erected on this 
Jot would cost at least three quarters of a million dollars, plus the cost 
of the lot. 

The total cost of the entire Ward-Belmont property is $250,000 less 
than the amount which would be required for the erection of a new 
building. The Ward-Belmont property will provide all of the space for 
office buildings which Tennessee Baptists will ever need, will provide 
an auditorium seating 950 persons, living quarters for staff members, and 
valuable income property. The total value of the Ward-Belmont prop- 
erty has been variously estimated at from $4,000,000 to $5,000,000. All 
buildings and property are in excellent condition. The purchase price is 
approximately $600,000.

As a student at Ward-Belmont, I 
felt an intense loyalty which was 
born of aU those minor elements of 
college customs to wl 
tied emotionally. The six years which 
had lapsed before I returned as an 
instructor served to dull the memory 
and deaded the emotion somewhat, 
but to strengthen my belief in the 
institution Ward-Belmont had not 
suffered by comparisons.

Small classes and individ- 
ual relationships between students 
and faculty are the most obvious 
advantages; but just as valuable, the 
more intimate group living where 
the code is clearly defined — a point 
of food which gives meaning to in- 
dividual action. 

Larger, more complex organization 
has its advantages:) better equipment 
perhaps, or more variety in offerings. 



But in the more loosely woven 
scheme which complexity involves, 
the purer, simpler unity of purpose 
often lost. There are 
many groups, many codes, — more 
levelling and less individuality. 

This is the age of the "mass man," 
and in this age it is more necessary 
than ever before that we hold on to 
certain traditions which history has 
taught us are worth holding. Those 
who still believe that the richness in 
the complex fabric is brought about 
through wide diversity and individ- 
uality in the color of separate 
thrends, believe in retaining, at any 
cost, those few small colleges left to 
us. 

The Southern Girls' School have 
a rich heritage of gracious living to 
transmit to future generations. With 
gracious living so much in danger of 
being forgotten by many of our 
generation, girls' schools are, surely 
needed, more than before. 

A sense of continuity, exists here. 
It is tradition "iif its best sense — not 
reactionary mores.

The law school will continue 
operating at Lebanon, Dr. Pope said. 

Pop Claims No Salo 

In a statement issued under the 
joint signatures of Dr. Robert C, Pro- 
vine, president of Ward-Belmont and 
Dr. Pope, the seventh provision of the 
statement said: "No sale or purchase 
of the school or any of its properties 
was involved. The same corporation 
continues but with a different board 
of trustees. The eighth provision said : 
"A commission has been appointed to 
re^study the whole school and to de- 
velop long range plans. To date no 
definite plans or policies have been 
formulated." The statement then 
closed with the comment: "The 
school will, of course, continue. Any 
developments will be worked out by 
the new board of trustees. Meanwhile, 
the usual work of the school will go 
on in the same manner, with the same 
faculty, administration and staff. En- 
rollments and re-enrollments are nat- 
urally subject to patrons' approval of 
any changes that might be made and 
the school's offering that particular 
curricula in question." 

Rental Property 

In a story of the board's purchase 
carried in the Baptist Reflector, 
official publication of the Tennessee 
Baptist Convention, March 8, issue, 
it was stated that at the first meeting 
of the new trustees the following rec- 
ommendations were approved : 
"That, pending some definite action 
by the Executive Board for the per- 
manent use of that part of Ward- 
Belmont property now used for State 
headquarters purposes, the Executive 
Secretary be authorized to rent such 
part of the property as seems wise 
and practical for income purposes. 

"That the following persons be 
nominated as trustees (to be a hold- 
ing committee) for Ward-Belmont to 
replace the present trustees, Henry J. 
Huey, F, M. Dowell, Jr., Homer A. 
Cate, J. R. Kyzar, Andrew Tanner, 
attorney, and G. Frank Cole, Jr.

Thirty Pieces of Silver 

"In view of these faint outlines of 
probability I register a word of com- 
mendation to all who sense the moral 
import of our obligation to make our 
contribution to Cumberland in its his- 
toric setting. This was certainly the 
intent of those who agreed five years 
ago to transfer Cumberland to the 
Tennessee Baptist Convention. How 
can we break faith with this inten- 
tion? Are we morally justified in even 
considering moving a part of Cum- 
berland out of Lebanon? The very 
idea must be condemned by our sense 
of moral obligation. If there was a 
definite movement to transfer a part 
of Cumberland to a new location, it 
was quickly isolated. Who wants the 
thirty pieces of silver, anyway? 

Bargain 

"The acquisition of the Ward-Bel- 
mont property is indeed a happy sit- 
uation for Baptists. This property 
came at a bargain. It will take time 
and effort to realize the full import 
of this business transaction. It im- 
poses a great responsibility upon our 
leaders. We are confident that wise 
judgment will attend the settlement 
of all matters relating to the use of 
the property. Let us realize that it 
was not accepted by Baptists for the 
purpose of operating another school. 
The property is a valuable investment 
and can be used to advance the cause 
of our Saviour. Let us consecrate it 
to this high and worthy end." 

Dr. Pope, in a discussion of the 
transaction with the column yester- 
day declared that it was not the in- 
tention of the executive board to dis- 
solve the charter of Ward-Belmont 
School. He insisted that a school will 
be operated there. However, he quali- 
fied his comments with the statement 
that ,the type of school would be de- 
pendent upon the action of the Cum- 
berland trustees. He said that present 
plans called for the operation of a co- 
educational four-year college but in 
the event that the arts and science 
departments of Cumberland re- 
at Lebanon then the feasibil- 
ity of operating a junior college would 
be explored. He made no comment 
on the future operations of the pre- 
paratory school department. 

The executive head of the board 
also declared that a new board of 
trustees will bejajned in the event 
the switch is made to Nashville, and 
that it will have full authority in the 
selection of a faculty and the naming

Pope's Statement 

The same issue of the publication 
carried a statement from Dr. Pope 
which said: 

"For many years Tennessee Bap- 
tists have recognized the need of an 
office building for Baptist State Head- 
quarters. Accordingly, several years 
ago the Executive Board purchased a 
lot on Eighth and Commerce Streets 
on which to build a suitable building. 
This lot and the small building on it 
cost Tennessee Baptists $125,000. It 
now has become apparent that any 
adequate building which could be 
erected on this lot would cost at least 
three quarters of a million dollars, 
plus the cost of the lot. 

"The total cost of the entire Ward- 
Belmont property is $250,000 less 
than the amount which would be re- 
quired for the erection of a new 
building. The Ward-Behnont prop- 
erty will provide all of the space for 
office buildings which Tennessee Bap- 
tists will ever need, will provide an 
auditorium seating 950 persons, living 
quarters for staff members, and valu- 
able income property. The total value 
of the Ward-Belmont property has 
been variously estimated at from $4,- 
000,000 to $5,000,000, All buildings 
and property are m excellent condi- 
tion. The purchase price is approxi- 
mately $600,000,'*

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especially the English Faculty, some 
of whom I taught, I do not know of 
a group of English teachers who have 
been more alive to their work and 
its demands. It is no wonder that 
many of their students became 
majors in English and graduate stu- 
dents. I am sure that my colleagues 
in other subjects would say the same 
thing. 

While teaching at Vanderbilt I 
was always glad to have in my classes 
graduates of Ward-Belmont, either 
from the Preparatory School or from 

formly intelligent, capable and earn- 
ermore, there has 
not been a year when I have not 
made Chapel or Assembly talks or 
talks on literature to the English 
classes. I think that I can tell a good 
deal by the response that I always 
found from these students, and I was 

and enthusiasm. 

Since I retired from active teach- 
ing I have noted with pleasure that 
the records of Ward-Belmont students 
at Vanderbilt have been maintained. 
In the latest Catalogue of the Uni- 
versity there are listed 78 students 
from Ward-Belmont— 21 Seniors^ 18 
Juniors, 16 Sophomores, and 23 
Freshmen. This is about 20% of the 
limited number of girls who are 
admitted to the School of Arts Sci- 
ence at Vanderbilt. The Registrar in- 
forms me that in 1946 17 graduates 
of the Preparatory School were ad- 
mitted; in 1947, nine- teen; in 1948, 
twenty-eight; in 1949, twenty-thre; 
and in 1950, twenty- two. A notable 
fact about these s'tudents is that they 
continued their work until gradua- 
tion, quite in contrast with many 
from other schools. As in my day the 
number of Honors students, Phi Beta 
Kappas, and responsible leaders in 
all phases of college life has been 
maintained. Quite noteworthy was 
the fact that the* Founder's Medalist 
in the Academic Department in 1950 
was a Ward-Belmont graduate, and 
it was recorded thaUshe made the 



highest record ever made in the his- 
tory of the University. No one would 
maintain that the standards of ad- 
mission and graduation at Vander- 
bilt have deteriorated. 

Other institutions would show the 

graduates. They have gone to state 
universities, such as those of Texas, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota, California, 
etc. and to private institutions such 
as Randblph-Macon Womens Col- 
lege, Swarthmore, Bryn Mawr, 
Northwestern and others and have 
made excellent records. It is well 
known that Swarthmore is unusually 
selective in its student body, and yet 
one of the graduates of Ward-Bel- 
mont last year was admitted, to its 
Junior Class and is now studying for 
Honors in the English Department. 
The remarkable proportion of stu- 
dents who have gone from Ward- 
Belmont — approximately 100% from 
the Preparatory Department and 
75% from the College — to other in- 
stitutic 

scholarly work that is done here and 
the inspiration that is given to stu- 
dents for further training. 
This is a record of which any in- 
proud. The 



stitution 

fact is that many parents prefer their 
daughters to go to girls' schools rather 
than public schools or co-educational 
schools, at least in their earlier years. 
That fact has given Ward-Belmont a 
clientele of real quality in the South 
and throughout the country. When 
the quality of instruction is added to 
this natural quality of student, the 
results are not surprising. 

In view of all that I have said I 
regard as a calamity trie fact that 
such an institution should, by seem- 
ing force of circumstances, be dis- 
continued. It is nothing short of 
catastrophe, a tragedy. Those of us 
who have known and loved the in- 
stitution may be allowed to mourn 
over its fate. Perhaps even yet this 
fate may be prevented. If so, if there 
is any possibility that a reconsidera- 
tion might be brought about, then 
every alumna, everyone connected 
with the institution at the present 
time, every citizen of Nashville, and 
many thousands "throughout the 
country should do all in their power 
to maintain the institution at its pres- 
ent level of achievement as a 
school.

$200,000 for unrestricted endowment 
and a "considerable amount" spent, 
for capital improvements. 

Such an action by the Baptists 
would be in compliance with terms of 
the agreement between the church 
group and the university's sponsors, 
Dr. Pope said. 

If the merger is approved, the ad- 
ministrative officers of Cumberland 
aded by Dr. Richardson, will move 
to the Ward-Belmont campus, and 
the present six man board of Baptist 
trustees at Ward-Belmont will be dis- 
solved. 

Rejection of the merger plan would 
mean that the present Ward-Belmont 
trustees will continue to operate the

"Eventually this school would have 
the largest student body of any Bap- 
tist college in Tennessee," he said. 

In answer to reports that Union's 
conservatory of music and perhaps 
other divisions would be absorbed by 
the new school at Ward-Belmont, 
Pope said, "That is a matter for fu- 
ture consideration."

Would Reinforce Status 

One of theVprincipal effects of the 
merger will probably be to reinforce 
Ward-Belmont's status with the 
Southern Association of Colleges and 
Secondary schools, it is believed. 
Ward-Belmont is in danger of losing 
its accreditation by the association be- 
cause of insufficient endowment to 
meet association requirements. 

By crediting Cumberland's endow- 
ment to the consolidated school here, 
Ward-Belmont's standing with the as- 
sociation would be guaranteed.

Cumberland's college of arts and sci- 
ence to the Ward-Belmont College 
campus was rejected. 

It is not yet known just when the 
Baptists will withdraw financial sup- 
port from Cumberland, but Dr. Pope 
indicated that "everything possible 
will be done to protect those senior 
law students who are now enrolled at 
Cumberland's law school." 

He pointed out that "the action of 
the boartd of trustees last night deter- 
mines that^lWtists will operate a co- 
educationalSunior college on thl 
Ward-Belmont campus." 

Selection of the faculty for this 
school, which will be simply a con- 
tinuation of the present school except 
that it will not be limited to girls, 
will be in the hands of the present six 
man board of Ward-Belmont. 

At last night's session, the univer- 
sity board was unanimous in reaffirm- 
ing a resolution regarding the contract 
originally made^ with the Baptists 
which stated that, "if and when Cum- 
berland University should revert 
from control of the Baptists ... all 
Baptist funds (about $200,000) and 
funds for equipment would be re- 
turned to Baptists." 

Phillips said he has appointed a 
committee which will call on Dr. Pope 
to give the official action of the board. 

Dr. Pope said with reference to any 
doubt that might exist as to the exec- 
utive board's legal authority in with- 
drawing support from Cumberland : 

"The action of the executive board 
in acquiring Ward-Belmont and its 
action as it relates to Cumberland 
University has precedence in the clos- 
ing of Tennessee College for Women 
and the acquisition of the Mid-State 
Baptist Hospital, both of which were 
done by the executive board on au- 
thority of the convention." 

Subsequent to both these actioAs, 
the TBC unanimously approved ac- 
tions of the executive board, Dr. 
Pope said. 

He pointed to the minutes of the 
Tennessee Baptist- Convention as 
proof of the board's authority. 

"The executive board is the con- 
vention ad interim (between sessions) 
and shall have charge of all business 
of the conven^jon between sessions." 
This action was passed by the con- 
vention at its organization in Mur- 
freesboro April 10, 1874, and has 
been reaffirmed on several occasions 
• since. 



T.B.C Makes Plans 
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(2) No major faculty changes and ' 
no major curriculum changes are con- 
templated. 

(3) Headquarters for the Tennes- 
see Baptist association will be located 
on the campus as soon as office space 
can be provided, probably within six 
months. / 

(4) Co-educatiohal standing for 
the college is a good possibility next 
year, although the change may be de- 
layed until 1952 or 1953. 

President to Continue 

The church group has authorized 
Dr. Robert C. Provine, who will con- 
tinue as president of the school, to 
inform prospective students that the 
preparatory and music 'divisions will 
be continued for at least another year. 

Beyond this, however, no commit- 
ments have been made by the new 
Baptist trustees who were placed in 
control of the school last Wednesday. 

Commissioner Appointed . . 

The trustees have appointed an 
education commission composed of 
Baptist ministers to survey the school 
and make recommendations to the 
board .regarding its most profitable 
use as a unit of the Baptist higher edu- 
cation system in Tennessee. This sur- 
vey will begin within two weeks and 
all decisions about Ward-Belmont will 
be deferred until this report is com- 
plete, according to Dr. Henry Hughey 
of Milan, president of the trustees. 

Sees No Radical Change 

Dr. Provine said^yesterday he was 
in no position to predict the future 
of Ward-Belmont under Baptist juris- 
diction but he said he was confident 
that no radical changes in organiza- 
tion or purpose are impending 1 . 

Asked to comment on speculation 
that the school will be converted to a 
four-year co-educational college at 
the end of the present school year, he 
said, "That is a matter to be deter- 
mined by the new trustees. I can only 
say that no such>plan has been dis- 
cussed with me." 

Neither Provine nor Baptist offi- 
cials would comment on rumors that 
Ward-Belmont may absorb the liberal 
arts programs at Cumberland univer- 
sity in Lebanon and the music divi- 
sion of Union university at Jackson. 
A liaison between these Baptist 
schools and the Nashville institution 
has figured prominently in specula- 
tion on the significance of Ward-Bel- 
mont c<4ming under Baptist jurisdic- 
tion. .

The -American Education council

lion. The Carson-Newman plant is 
valued at $535,000 by the American 
council, and the Cumberland and 
Union plants are valued 'in the 
neighborhood of $500,000 each. 

Other Schools Merged, • 

Other facts that give some basis for 
the co-educational- speculation center 
on Baptist policy in regard to its other 
schools throughout the South which 
are all co-educational. 

When Carson college was taken 
over by the Baptists in the 19th cen- 
tury it was but a few years until it 
was merged with Newman College 
for Women in 1889. Similarly, when 
Cumberland came under Baptist con- 
trol in 1948 it was soon merged with 
the Tennessee College for Women 
which had been located in Murfrees- 
borb. 

Finally, Baptist educational philos- 
ophy considers the training of teach- 
ers a/d preachers the principal func- 
tion of higher education. This was 
the statement made in 1948 by Dr. 
C. W. Pope, executive secretary of 
the state Bap tist association, who was 
instrumental in the Ward-Belmont 
/transaction.

transferred to the Baptists in 1946 
and that now in use would be used 
to strengthen the law school at Leb- 
anon. 

The recommendation must be ap- 
proved "by an overwhelming major- 
ity of the present Cumberland trus- 
tees and those serving at the time of 
Cumberland's transfer to the Bap- 
tists." 

At this point, such wholehearted 
approval of the proposition appears 
highly unlikely. Several members of 
the old board have been quite out- 
spoken against the removal of Cum- 
berland's arts and science college from 
Lebanon. 

Dr. Pope has said that the old board 
has no actual authority, but that the 
Baptists simply wish to give all inter- 
ested parties a voice in saying wheth- 
er the transfer will be made.

have not expressed approval or dis- 
approval of the action of the board, 
but will cooperate with its final de- 
cision. 

"I did not make the statement at- 
tributed to me that the arts and 
science schools have not played an 
important part in the development of 
the university." 

Harry Phillips of Nashville, presi- 
dent of the Cumberland board of 
trustees, said today: "I personally feel 
very strongly about the Baptist rec- 
ommendations and opposed to the 
transfer of any portion of Cumber- 
land to the-Ward-Belmont campus." 

In the event that either board re- 
jects the proposition to transfer that 
portion of Cumberland, the special 
committee of the education commis- 
sion appointed by the executive board 
asks that Cumberland be restored to 
the former, board of trustees after 
compliance with the contract entered 
into with TBC and the Tennessee 
Baptist Foundation. 

This provides that all endowments, 
other money and property of Cum- 
berland given by Tennessee Baptists 
be returned to the convention. 

Dr. Pope said this would amount to 
$273,000 in operating expenses for 
the past five years, plus capital im- 
provements and $200,000 in uncon- 
ditional endowments and other funds 
earmarked for special purposes. 

The transfer to Nashville would 
mean that all offices of the Lebanon 
school except the law school would 
be here. Dr. Richardson and other 
officials probably would head the in- 
stitution. The six-man board of trus- 
tees for Ward-Belmont recently ap- 
pointed would then be dissolved. 

If the proposition to, merge is 
turned down, the Warti-Belmont 
board will continue to operate the 
school.

Ev- 
ery approach was made by represen- 
tatives of the school to Baptists. Bap- 
tists are taking over the school, not 
buying it. They are, however, offer- 
ing to buy the bonds and preferred 
stock of the school. 

A. A. Adams, Jr., of Lebanon, act- 
ing chairman of the "Board of Trus- 
tees at the time the university was 
turned over to the Baptist convention, 
declared later todayT^ 

Disapproval Voiced 

"We feel that we have been be- 
trayed by this attempted action. We 
feel that this a flagrant attempt to 
destroy Cumberland; including its 
name and its heritage. 

"We'll take it back, but will insist 
that all assets turned over by us as 
well as all accruals to the endowment 
fund or otherwise be turned over at 
the same time we accept the return 
of the school." 

Before the Baptists acquired Cum- 
berland, the university had been oper- 
ated under sponsorship of the Presby- 
terian Church, U. S. A. 

However, the old board is com- 
posed of persons of numerous denomi- 
nations. Members of that board in- 
cluded Dr. Dayton A. Dobbs, Nash- 
ville, a Presbyterian minister; Sam S. 
Bone, prominent Lebanon resident; 
J. Mac Peebles, Nashville attorney; 
H. K. Edgerton, chairman of the 
board of Lebanon Woolen Mills, Wal- 
ter J. Baird, president of the State 
Building and Loan Association; Ed- 
ward PotteratNashville, and John 
Hooker, NasHyille attorney. 

Carl J. Chaney, chairman of the 
Board of Deacons of the First Baptist 
Church of Lebanon, declared: 

Moral Obligation 

"The Board of Deacons of the First 
Baptist Church has resisted with all its 
efforts the action to move any part of 
Cumberland University and reiterates 
its belief that the Baptists have a 
moral obligation to themselves and 
to the people of the state to continue 
Cumberland University at Lebanon 
and make of it an accredited insti- 
tution." 

Chaney is now superintendent of 
education in Wilson County.

Baptist state headquarters- will be 
moved to the Ward-Belmont campus, 
Dr. Pope said.

It was stressed that no changes in 
the present personnel are being con- 
templated at this time. It is the plan 
of the new board of trustees, elected 
this morning, to continue high school 
operations at Ward-Belmont in any 
event. The Conservatory of Music 
will also be retained. 

Although no plans have been made 
for the next school year of Ward- 
Belmont School, it was indicated that 
operations will continue as they are 
until June, and possibly longer than 

Athletic Field Available 

Queried as to the possibility of in- 
tercollegiate sports after whatever 
merger of colleges that is planned has 
been completed, Dr. Pope would only 
say: "It would be a shame to waste 
all the good athletic fields available 
to us." 

In other action yesterday the exec- 
utive board, on recommendation of 
Dr. Pope, requested the education 
commission of the TBC to study the 
Ward-Belmont situation "with a view 
to its best use for educational pur- 




Prior to 1948, Ward-Belmont was 
operated as a private stock company. 
At that time, the charter was changed 
and the stocks exchanged for bonds. 
The institution then became a non- 
profit, general welfare institution un- 
der the operation of a board of trust. 

Included in the transaction was 
more than 20 acres of property, 44 
campus buildings, according to Dr. 
Pope. 

Campus facilities have almost $2,- 
000,000 in fire insurance carried on 
them, Dr. Pope said. 

He said the school can accommo- 
date 1,000 students easily and that 
there is dining space for 900 students 
at a sitting. 

It was pointed out by the Baptist 
executive secretary that in the past 
nine years, capital investments' of 
Baptists in Tennessee have increased 
from $6,000,000 (including Baptist 
institutions) $b approximately $30,- 
000,000. 

Ward-Belmont School boasts 25,- 
000 alumnae in its history. 

At the time of the union of Ward- 
Seminary and Belmont College, Dr. 
John D. Blanton, director of the for- 
mer school, was made president. He 
retained this, position from that time 
(1913) until 1933, when he was suc- 
ceeded by Dr. John W. Barton. 

In 1936, A. B. Benedict took over 
the president's chair and he was fol- 
lowed by Dr. Joseph E. Burk, 
was then dean of the school.

The seminary had long been recog- 
nized as one of the leading prepara- 
tory schools in the country, while 
Belmont College possessed an envia- 
ble standing as a boarding school 
which emphasized fine arts as well as 
academic work. 

Dr. Robert Calhoun Provine, for- 
mer dean of faculty of Ward-Belmont, 
is the school's sixth president. He was 
elected June 6, 1945: 

Ward-Belmont School is fully ac-. 
credited on the high school and junior 
college level by the Southern Associa- 
tion of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools. Seven curricula led to the 
junior college general diploma. Spe- 
cial diplomas are awarded those em- 
phasizing study in special fields, such 
as art, music, home economics, ex- 
pression and secretarial work. 

The library contains 16,000 vol- 
umes and many periodicals. 

The unbroken existence of Ward- 
Belmont for such a long period stands 
almost without parallel in the history 
and development of private schools 
for girls and young women. 

Original Residence 

Still serving as a nucleus for the 
Ward-Belmont buildings is the old 
Acklen residence, which is an adap- 
tation of Italian architecture. Other 
buildings have been added down 
through the years. 

The buildings, dormitories, gym- 
nasium, etc., are in the shape of a 
quadrangle with one open side. On 
the north side of the square are lo- 
cated Fidelity, North Front, South 
Front, and Founders Hall, with draw- 
ing rooms, auditorium and di n i n g 
rooms; on the east, three other resi- 
dence halls — Pembroke Hall, Heron 
Hall and HaU Hall; on the south the 
Academic Building and the gymna- 
sium.

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Editorial Comment 

Kaupke's Kopy 



As we sit here m ye 'ole Pub office, the clock is fast 
ticking away the seconds and minutes of another day of 
Ward-Belmont. It is slowly ticking off the minutes of this 
year at Ward-Belmont. Precious time is pursuing her com- 
placently persistent march forward. And there *is nothing 
which we can do to stop her, to suspend her actions for 
even the smallest fraction of time. And with her passage 

go MANY things. 

But at this moment we have no ACUTE sensation of the 
immediate passage of time. We feel . . . waiting. We are 
dwelling in a world of our own, a world of hope, which 
acknowledge no existence of time. Our day is a day insured 
with patience, and it is this patience which teaches us the 
largness of a second. We are utterly lost without the 
possession of time; but the lost of patience is equally as 
weakening.

Guest 
speakers for the evening were two 
German law students from Vander- 
lt, Helmut Schneider and Gunter 
Belz, and seven representative mem- 
bers' of the Youth Encorporated. 

During July 1950, twenty-one 
European students chosen on scholar- 
ship and ability to speak English came 
to the United States for a six-week 
trip. During this trip, they spent nine 
jays in a camp behind Berry Field. 
Ben Moore of MBA spoke on the 
boy's camp. "There were 54 campers, 
including ten European students. The

* London, Wales, Ireland, Sweden, 
Portugal, Norway, Italy, Holland, 
and Scotland discussed politics, reli- 
gion, and science."

It was in the year 1913 that Ward- 
Seminary and Belmont College join- 
ed their glorious heritages' to form 
Ward-Belmont College. In the spring 
of 1914 the first graduating class 
donned their hoods and gowns and 
walked up the center walk to the 
chapel as a living proof to the suc- 
cess of unity. But let us go back a

Most pf the colleges of our coun- 
try were having financial difficulties 
during this chaotic time, and many 
of them were combining to exist. 
Since Ward Seminary and Belmont 
College were the two prominent 
women's_jschools in Nashville, their 
collaboration, was only natural. Per- 
haps because of sentiment, perhaps 
because of the space element, per- 

stand, Ward Seminary moved to the 
site of Belmont College. 

Ira Dandrith was president of 
Belmont at the time and a year 
earlier had been president of Ward 
Seminary. Consequently, Mr. Dan- 
drith became the first president of 
Ward-Belmont, and Mr. John Deill 
Blanton, who was president' of Ward, 
became Vice-President and Head of 
Faculty. Mrs. John Diell Blanton, 
our Mrs. Blan&n, became Principal 
of the Home Economics Depart- 
ment. New dormitories were planned 
and the old estate became the mother 
of two great schools — now one.

The dignity of the Latin phrase connotes Ward- 
Belmont's last stand as an educational institution. 

It is as applicable to us as it was to the gladiators. 

This Latin motto we extend to Cumberland University, 
which is also quietly writing its final chapter. The phrase 
finds many parellels in the present state of both institu- 
tions. Cumberland is terminating both her school and her 
history, as thirty miles away Ward-Belmont assuredly fol- 
lows in the same course. 

Cumberland's history contains more than one hundred 
chapters; the Ward-BeliifVilt story is being forcibly lim- 
ited to 85. Each chapter represents a year of accumula- 
tion and additions.

Soon after Joseph returned from 
the war and married Adelicia, he be- 
gan planning to build a baronial man- 
sion for his riew bride.

He spent months on plans for the 
exterior, interior and gardens. Many 
things had to come from abroad, but 
delay did not alter Joseph's plans.

At length the house was 
completed, and recalling a passage of 
Shakespeare, Adelicia itemed the 
place "Belmont."
